Quoting from that article on packet radio, "see. because of bandwidth 
limitations, the top speed that can ‘be A&ctommodated now is 9,600 bits per 
second (baud) of data transmission. Experiments going on in the Amateur 
realm are pushing speeds towards the 56K baud barrier". 

Toward the end of the article, the author writes, "Such is the re- 
liability and security of the Amateur packet system that commercial manufac 
turers and the military are studying it closely. Amateurs. nave proved that 
it is possible to use radio to enable a high-speed, dense information flow. 
It also opens some interesting commercial possibilities". 

Finally, he concludes, "So, once again, the Amateur Radio community 
is at the cutting edge of communications technology, making the. inevitable 
marriage of comsuters, radio and communications work, and work well too".

proposed restructuring of the Amateur Service in Canada. 
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The 2h machine in Silver Bay, Minn., N@EXP, has changed it's pair to 147.¢9 MHZ 
output, input up 600 KZ. It has courtesy tone, in an open machine and is often linked 
via UNF to N@B2% in Proctor near Duluth, which operates on 147.33 MHZ output, input up 
600 KHZ. iis 

Jin Christensen N@EXP, the Repeater's operator, may occassionally shut down the link ( 
during very long Q$0's so the UHF transmitters, which operate on a 100% duty cycle, 
don't burn out. 

Jim is currently working on installing Autopatch and the Emergency Services access 
911 number. With it's considerable coverage motorists, cyclists, canoeists, skiers, 
ete. can acquire assistance along much of the North Shore. Plans are also afoot to 
link the Bayfield, Wisc. Repeater (WONSS 146.61 MHZ out, -600 KHZ in) to these other 
two. This link will probatly be normally down and will be brought up from any of the 
three machines by DIMF access. Both of these projects have a tentative completion 
dete in June so if you travel down south, get on and ask. 

The Silver Bay machine can typically be accessed as far north as the Southern 
outskirts of Grand Marais. I have picked it up, weak but fairly solid, on the southern 
side of Mt. Josephine and it may be possible to work it from there with a 'bit' of 
povrr and a receive preamp. Both this and the Bayfield machine can be accessed from 
mony places around the Lutsen Ski area with a H.T. even on low power in some locations! 

To wrap this installment up, the Bessemer, Mich. machine (K8ATX? output 146.76 MHZ 
input, down 600. KHZ) was accessed with 3 watts and an A.E.A. Hot Rod 1/2 wave antenna 
on my IC-€2AT from the top of Eagle Mtn. at Lutsen Ski area. This a ‘sneaky’ machine | 
that one isn't sure one is accessing unless you sign anc get a response or monitor the 
output frequency while testing as it effectively has no tail.
